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Claims 41-62, 64, 65, 75-77 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, 
because the specification, while being enabling for an addition polymer comprising a 
polylene glycol (meth) acrylate, and alkene_k acid, an ethylenic photoderivatized 
monomer and alkenyl substituted amides, does not reasonably provide enablement for 
a polymer comprising any polyester, any photoderivatized monomer and any 
hydrophobic monomer made by any process. The specification does not enable any 
person skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to 
make the invention commensurate in scope with these claims. Applicants disclose only 
the above-cited polymer (examples 4-6).
